TWo very 
syinetrical mortars upturned on 
the mesa were incorporated in 
the masonary of the pebbls stone 
fire place in the original club 
house built in Sierra Madre Can¬ 
yon some years ago, nnd there 
are several others owned by the 
older residents. The promontory 
across the canyon where the 
Easter cross is erected also is an 
Indian camp site, it has been 
proved. 

Mr. Bynum in his talk of the 
ceremonies of the Southwest In¬ 
dian was able as an authority to 
give a new light on the tribes 
which roamed through this ter¬ 
ritory, as being far superior in 
intellect knowledge of cultural 
crafts and philosophy than the

Siena Madre Faction Seeks 
To Kill Improvement 
Act At Sacramento 

Word comes from Sacramento 
that the leaders of a Sierra 
Madre political faction are at¬ 
tempting to prevent the passage 
through the Legislature of a law 
endorsed by many of the sixth 
class cities, Chambers of Com¬ 
merce, and unemployed relief 
units of Southern California de¬ 
signed to improve the various 
communities through the use of 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora¬ 
tion funds while greatly reliev¬ 
ing the unemployment situation. 

Known as Assembly Bill 2347, 
introduced by Assemblyman 
Frank G. Martin, of this district, 
the measure passed the Assembly 
with only four negative votes fol¬ 
lowing receipt by the legislators 
of a circular letter sent out from 
this city attacking it and its 
sponsor and denouncing the city 
administration here. 

The proposed law would give 
sixth class cities of the State the 
right to avail themselves of the 
opportunities for inexpensive im¬ 
provements and unemployment re¬ 
lief that were contained in a local 
ordinance under which dirt streets 
of Sierra Madre were being im¬ 
proved and work provided for the 
local men who find themselves 
without jobs. The ordinance was 
known as No. 348 in Sierra

cal element that is now fighting 
the Martin measure at the State 
capitol. The Superior court here 
held that the local ordinance con¬ 
flicted with a Statewide improve¬ 
ment act and held it invalid, thus 
bringing to an end a project 
looking to the paving of five 
miles of dirt streets and that was 
furnishing employment to prac¬ 
tically all of the city’s jobless. 

Other cities became interested 
in the possibilities of the local 
ordinance which was patterned 
after and almost identical with 
similar ordinances that have been 
effective in Pasadena and Al¬ 
hambra for several years. As a 
result a bill to bring its opera¬ 
tion within the law was entrus¬ 
ted to Assemblyman Martin. 

Briefly the Martin measure 
would permit the paving of dirt 
streets by labor paid by R.F.C. 
funds upon petition of 80 per 
cent of the abutting property 
owners who agree to pay for the 
materials used on the work. Ex¬ 
pensive legal and engineering 
costs that generally make pav¬ 
ing jobs very expensive, were 
eliminated. As the ordinance from 
which the Martin measure is 
taken was operated here, owners 
of 50 foot lots had the streets 
in front of their properties paved 
for as little as $7 and $7.50 a lot, 
a practically unheard of pro¬ 
cedure. 

The situation at Sacramento 
and the provisions of the Martin

NOT A BAD THOUGHT 

The current session of the 
California Legislature has 
thrown the spotlight on one of 
the basic weaknesses in present 
legislative procedure—the draft¬ 
ing and adoption of legislation in 
mad haste, often ill-timed and ill- 
considered, with the fate of en¬ 
tire industries being disposed of 
in 15 minute committee hearings. 

The 30-day recesses between 
the first and second halves of the 
Legislature, while intended to give 
the public time to consider pend¬ 
ing legislation, is far too short 
for that purpose. 

Touching on this phase of the 
problem is Assembly Constitu¬ 
tional Amendment 65, by Assem¬ 
blyman Fred Roberts of Los An¬ 
geles. Roberts’ measure would 
provide for a one-month session 
for the introduction of bills and 
action on the State budget, but 
with no enactment of legislation 
except urgency matters. This 
would be followed by a recess of 
11 months, during which bills 
could be thoroughly studied by 
public and legislators alike, with 
the voters contacting their re¬ 
spective representatives in their 
home communities, free from 
harassment and outside pressure. 

After the 11-month recess the 
legislators would return to Sacra¬ 
mento to separate the wheat 
from the chaff and enact the 
legislation which mature delibera¬ 
tion had proved worthwhile. 

While some objections might 
be made to the Roberts' plan, 
there is much to commend it. At 
least the present bifurcated ses¬ 
sion, with its 30-day recess, has 
not fulfilled its purpose. 


Four Measures Of 
Local Assemblyman 
Have Become Laws 

Four bills introduced in the 
Legislature by Assemb 1 y m a n 
Frank G. Martin, of this district, 
have passed finally in both 
branches, been signed by the gov¬ 
ernor and are now laws. 

Assembly Bill No. 271 provides 
that grand jurors must take the 
oath of allegiance to the Consti¬ 
tution of the United States and 
of California. Strangely enough, 
this had not been put into the 
statutes heretofore. 

Assembly Bill No. 1406 
abolishes the publication of the 
Blue Book, held to be an unneces¬ 
sary State publication, whose 
principal purpose was to pamper 
the vanity of officials. This bill 
will save the State many thou¬ 
sands of dollars. 

Assembly Bills Nos. 2127 and 
2128 are companion measures, 
permitting exchange of property, 
in settling estates where it seems 
advisable. The statutes now re¬ 
quire that all property belonging 
to an estate must be sold, if dis¬ 
posed of at all, whereas there 
are situation in which it would 
be more advantageous to ex¬ 
change property than to sell it. 

DEPENDS DEWEY’S 

MIRACLE PICTURE 

To the Editor of 

The Sierra Madre News: 

“Controversial” was the word 
used to explain the exclusion of 
Alfred Dewey’s miracle picture 
from the current exhibit by local 
artists in Sierra Madre's City 
Hall. From a diplomatic view¬ 
point the word was well chosen, 
since its validity can be chal¬ 
lenged only upon very broad 
grounds. 

Conceding that we are dealing 
with a reason and not an excuse, 
just why should any creative ar¬ 
tist be subject to either dictation 
or suppression in the matter of 
his choice of material, except 
upon grounds of moral offensive¬ 
ness? Who or what is the au¬ 
thority which decrees that artists, 
sculptors, poets, novelists and 
playwrights shall be relegated to 
a never-never land of dreams and 
fancies touching not upon sub¬ 
jects controversial? Surely, the 
notion is as unjust as it is un¬ 
democratic. Must art remain de¬ 
void of ideas in order to be art? 

Mr. Dewey has portrayed the 
Founder of Christianity caught 
in the crime of turning water 
into wine, A.D. 1933. At His el¬ 
bow stands an agent of the Law 
ready to clap Him into jail if and 
when the alcoholic content of the 
mixture shall exceed 3.2 per cent. 
Others in the group show' ex¬ 
pressions of agreeable expecta¬ 
tion or sniffing disapproval in 
accordance with their several 
points of view’. 

It is certainly a most inter¬ 
esting composition and, to my 
mind, one which conveys a very 
timely message from a generally 
respected source. 

A well-conceived picture can 
sometimes present an idea in a 
manner vastly more effective than 
words. That’s just what Mr. 
Dewey's painting does. You can’t 
refute what it has to say.

Tire Repair Plant 

The Unemployed Relief Associ¬ 
ation of the area of which Sierra 
Madre is a part, has arranged for 
the establishment of a bakery and 
a tire retreading plant in con¬ 
nection with the area warehouse 
in Monrovia. 

Neither enterprise will come 
into direct competition with pri¬ 
vately owned business, their ob- 
pect being solely for the service 
of the unemployed. The bakery 
will turn out bread to be dis¬ 
tributed among the various units 
comprising the area in the West¬ 
ern San Gabriel Valley between 
Pomona and Pasadena and will 
afford employment for a number 
of men in the baking and distri¬ 
bution. 

The tire retreading plant was 
loaned the organization by City 
Business Manager A1 S. Myers of 
this city, a member of the Ad¬ 
visory Council of the area and 
who was formerly in the tire 
business. The retreading work 
will be done for the unemployed 
at actual cost. Also it will keep 
the tires of the trucks gathering 
up and distributing surplus farm 
products and foodstuffs in re¬ 
pair. 

The matter of concentrating | 
supplies at the central warehouse 
from which they are exchanged 
and distributed has presented a 
serious transportation problem. 
The association is sorely in need 
of light trucks, donations of which 
would be of material benefit to 
j the cause.

of way. 

This message w r as brought by 
J. S. Lyons, representative of the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, to the Woman’s Club at 
its regular meeting on Wednes¬ 
day. Mr. Lyons has Deen chair¬ 
man of City Beautification Com¬ 
mittee of Los Angeles Realty 
Board and presented details of 
the work undertaken as well as 
discussing pending tax matters 
upon which financing of activities 
depend. 

City Business Manager AI S 
Myers, who was present, was 
called upon to interpret the plant¬ 
ing situation in terms of what 
Sierra Madre is doing and ex¬ 
pects to do. Mr. Myers explained 
that 70 acres in Bailey Canyon 
would be planted under the Roose¬ 
velt Federal Forestry plan and 
that Federal funds would be avail¬ 
able for the work. 

He said that further reduction 
in Sierra Madre’s municipal 
budget would cut into the small 
appropriation available to carry 
on the various city services, since 
the fixed amount necessary to 
meet bond irlnrest and retire¬ 
ment cannot be reduced. He de¬ 
veloped the fact that a reduction 
in insurance rates has created a 
saving of $20,000 to the property 
owners of Sierra Madre. 

Mr. Lyons suggested that a 
suitable manner of recognizing 
President’s Day, Sunday, April 
30, would be by planting trees 
and that parents should en¬ 
courage their children to plant 
flowering shrubs on that day. 
Planting to beautify Los Ange¬ 
les County is of actual commer¬ 
cial value, Mr. Lyon continued, as 
its attractiveness will most cer¬ 
tainly cause visitors to make 
their permanent homes here. He 
praised Sierra Madre for its 
wealth of trees and its effort in 
Olympic parkway plantings last 
year, and urged that the work be 
continued. 

Mrs. John H. Osgood, secretary 
of the City Planning Commission, 
led the discussion with the state¬ 
ment that more tha i 1500 park¬ 
way trees had been raised by the 
city and planted in the last 
three years. The desirability of 
flowering trees in parkings was 
referred to by Mrs. Osgood who 
suggested the Formosa Cherry 
tree as most desirable for this 
purpose. 

Mrs. W. J. Lawless presented 
the program as chairman of the 
local Garden Section and Sierra 
Madre’s representative on the 
County Beautification Committee 
Mrs. Queen W. Boardman, vice- 
president of the National Plant 
Flower and Fruit Bureau, is ac¬ 
tive in the work in Los Angeles 
County.

“Section 17 of the bill specific¬ 
ally provides that it shall be used 
only under the provisions of the 
Special Assessment, Investigation, 
Limitation and Mapority Protest 
Act of 1931. 

"A day or two ago an As¬ 
semblyman with whom I was 
talking pulled from his waste 
basket and handed me. a circu¬ 
lar letter purporting to have been 
sent out by the Sierra Madre Im¬ 
provement and Protective Asso¬ 
ciation and signed by H. J. Kohl, 
containing a scurrilous attack on 
Mr. Martin for introducing this 
bill and containing many false 
statements reflecting on him in¬ 
sinuating that he was represent¬ 
ing special interests intent on 
breaking down the debt limitation 
act. 

“As each assemblyman had a 
copy of this bill on his desk when 
the circular was received and 
knew it was untrue, they were 
mostly consigned to the waste 
basket and the hill was passed 
with only four dissending votes. 
In justice to Mr. Martin I am 
inclosing you a copy of this bill 
as p.a-sed and as I think it is a 
good bill I shall continue to work 
for its passage in the Senate."
